This is a first office action on the merits of patent application S. N. 10/696,758. 

Priority

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
reference of claims throughout the specification is improper. 
Appropriate correction is required. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact temis as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The clalm(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Specifically, it is unclear the type or how one of 
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ordinary skill in the art would include a damper in the auxiliary transmission of the 
instant application. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C, 112; 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his Invention. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Noting that "an area" has not been defined, the extent or position of the 
described spatial relationship is unascertainable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 8-10 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Williams C474). 

Williams discloses an auxiliary transmission (16 - Fig. 2), a controllable clutch 
(58), output shafts (18, 32), an electric motor (88) connected to the housing of the 
auxiliary transmission, coupling zone/side (50), main transmission (14), a hydraulic 
pump (Fig. 2), a reduction gear stage (68) controlled by the electric motor (via 76). 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Williams ('159), Willimas et al. ('1 10), and Ronk et al. ('407) 
disclose other auxiliary transmission having an electric motor on a coupling side of the 
assembly.
